To both the Com- 
mission and the public the news can 
hardly have been’ more startling than 
unsatisfactory, Toward the Commission 
indeed it smacks some of an affront, 
and that given in a manner not over- 
charged with courtesy. | President 
Clarke says iatly that he will tell 
the Commission nothing. Mr. Minty 
says that if the Commission want any 
evidence out of him they must go to 
Winnipeg’ for it; though he does not 
give any assurance beyond his word 
that if the Commission went to Win- 
nipeg they would get his evidence 
or would even find Mr, Minty there. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Minty has once 
already failed to keep his undertakings 
in this connection, He gave the 
Commission *o understaand that he 
would remain at the inquiry here un- 
til the close, or until his evidence 
had been taken at any rate.
